London, Nov. 2. — Tlie Marquis of 
Lansdowne, secretary of stale for war, 
was the chief speaker at the Cutlers' 
feast in Shellleld this evening, tlif; func- 
tion being attended by the usual dis- 
tinguished ass.'iiiblage. Itepiyiiig to the 
toast lo Her Majesty's ministers he 
went over the usual ground in explaining 
llie causes of Hie Avar and defended the 
goveruineBt against the eliiirgc that mil- 
itary preparations were not abreast of 
tlie negotiations. He said: "The diplo- 
matic niessages went by wire, reinforce- 
ments by ship. .Moreovei', in order lo 
keep abreast, the army and navy would 
have had to commit Iriost I'lrSvocatlve 
and llireiiteuing acts. The l$oer ultima- 
tum followed British mobilization, and 
if Great Britain had mobilized earlier 
the uliiiiialiini would have been earlier. 

Lord Lansdowne cxiiiained tho iiroiiipt- 
lu'ss of I lie niobiliziition whicli luul en- 
abled live cavalry regiments, ten hat- 
leri.'s ami lliirty b:irtalioiis to gi^t far 
away on tlie se;i. During Ihc earlier 
operations tlie eiieiu.v, he went on to say, 
liad great superiority of miiiibors and 
the advantage of a choice of groniul. 
Tliis phase of the situation lie hoped was 
approaching its conclusion, for in less 
than a week the first instaliaeiits of 
Sir Redvers Buller's forces' would arrive 
at Oiipetown, to bo followed at a steady 
rate liy the remainder.

Negotiations Will Be Resumed 
With Strong Hope of 
Success. 



I'resident Ousbins, Sir. Trumbull, of 
the P<A-t Angeles & Bastera Railway, 

Hpent t«'o hours last night discussing 
with the Mayor :iiul nUionuon and Mr. 
Bradbum tbc I'ort Angeles ferry by-law 
now bcfor» tb« city council. Tbo rail- 
way representatives plainly pointed out 
Ibat iu its prt'seiit altered condition the 
l)y-law -would not ho accepted l)y the 
compa4u% and there was a difference of 
opinion betw«ea 1.bc legal advisers of 
the city and the compauy as to whether 
the by-law, if .passed In its present con- 
dition, -would bo legal, Mr. Trumbull ar- 
gued it would not and quoted Mr. K. X. 
Bodwell as authority fur tbat opinion, 
while Mr. Bradbum took an opposite* 
view of the question. The not ri'.sult of 
the whole confonnicc was that tlic mat- 
ter shoulil Ho in alieyaiicc for I wo or 
three weeks till the directors nt' ilw rail- 
way, now ill Boston and Ni w York, 
should get buck to tho Coast, whe n ne- 
tfotiatioiis will be held witli a vi, \v tn 
•indiiig out if a plan can bo ili'visini upon 
which the company and the city <iiii 
at;ro«'. 'J'ho ^■enoral l'(!olin>; seeiiied to 
lie tbat ail arrannciniMit can he arrived 
-■It, and Mr. CiisliinK stattul after tlie 
moetiiifr that he went away feeling iliat 
il\c outlook is dccdedly hopeful. 

The nieeiilij; -was a vci-y friendly one 
and entirely inforuial. II -was opened 
by Mayor Itedforn suggoslin^-- that ]icr- 
baps it vwould be hotter to tackh! the 
by-lnw <;huis<_> by clause, for iiuh-ss the 
compnuj agreed to accei)t the suhsiily 
now In the by-law — one-half of the 
nmount the company toad asked— there 
was 'HO use of going into anything else. 

Aid. Ilnyward believed that a general 
discussion oC the whole Questioa might 
be bettor, as some niiddh; coi/rso might 
be arrived at for an ngrccnuMit. 

Finally Mr. Truinl)nll ])rijci>eiled to 
phici- tlio company's iiositinn IxM'ore the 
meeting, 'riie promoters, lie jjointed out, 
entertained entirelj- different views than 
ilio umjorit.v of the council scmmuoiI to 
do on the (jnostion of the aid to ho pro- 
videil. Some of tho aldermen ho feared 
did not regard the ilifTereaco betw-oen a 
lioniis and a subsidy when they sjioki' of 
the oily ]>aying for the bouts. Now the 
proJiosilion of a sulisidy did not moan 
tJuit tho city ])aid for one plank — it was 
inst tile same as the trovi^rnnient giving 
a mail subsidy. Tho company provided 
the Toesels ami it Wiis only for the sor- 
viee of tho conn(!<'t-iou hofweon Puri 
Angeles and Victoria that tho city was 
iislicd to pay. If the city gave a bonus, 
it -tvoHid have to borrow the whole 
amount of the raoney, arrange for sink- 
ing futid and interest. As a matter of 
fact, however, -w-ith a subsidy a« in 
ihl.s casi', the company had to take the 
risk of securing all the money for con- 
Htmcting the steamers and putting the 



ferry in operation, and it was not till 
after tho ferry wa/j iu operation that the 
city had to pa.y ouo tent. At the 
very lowest, ^oTu.OOO or $400,000 repre- 
sented the aniouut of funds necessary to 
put tho conafiction in operation, and the 
interest would conio to at least .$17,500 
or ?20,00<l. In twenty .^>'ars tho ves- 
sels would lie worn out and would have 
lo bo roiilaced. Nothing less than $17,- 
fiOO a year eoiild be accepted, as the ob- 
ject of the subsidy Wis in a measure to 
pay tho interest on tho bonds. It was 
to "ho suiniosed too that for several years 
the ferry Avould not pay any very great 
dividends, for the country on both sides 
of the Hut' bud to be dovelop.^d and built 
lip. The company liml iu their opinion 
made a very liberal offer. They were in- 
vesting a groat amount of iiionoy and 
taking the risk; if they could not deliver 
tho goods, then llie oily dd not have to 
[lay. Then there wore other elianges in 
the by-law besides that of subsidy, to 
which' thi> company object. These 
chaiigis required the company to buy 
all their sii|)plies liero v.dthout regard 
as to whi'llur they coulil do it cheaper 
eisewliere ami also tho boats must be 
liuilt here. lie did not think it was 
a hiisiiicss jiroposilion ; no business 
iiinn would airree to it. for if was a well 
liiiuwn truth in poliiical economy that 
the moment yon limit the sdiirco of sup- 
ply, so soon you raise I he price t(» the 
consuiuer. As fur building the boats 
here, that would bo all very well it Vi<'- 
toria had as many ship yards as his na- 
tive city on the Clyde possessed, but 
when there were only one or ut most two 
companies in A'ictoria -who could biuld 
Ihe sleaniiTs. it put the company at the 
mcr>-y oi' those lirnis. Vor those two 
reasons Ihe c.impaiiy could not accept 
the liy-l.nv. Thou there was tho stipula- 
tion that tho shijis must he British bot- 
toMirs. Tli.'it was a pardonaldo desire on 
the ]),Trl of X'ietiiria, hut it nioanl that 
lhi> vcssi'is could not bo used for a trip 
rniin I'orl .Vuu'ides to L)uni;eiii'ss or souh' 
oiIkt I'liiled States port for frei.i-'bl. 
Tills ^v.'is a business pruposiliou and 
llore -w:!'; no scutiiaeiil ;ibout it. Ale 
other fatal idijecl ioii, lie saiil, to the by- 
law as it iinv\- stood was a leu'al cuie. II,. 
aiipro.'icheil il with some dillidence anil 
di'licaey, as he would have to disagn-e 
with the city's legal adviser on the luat- 
icr. 'J'lie Muiiiciiial Act iirovided that no 
iii(Uic>y by-law could be passiMl by the 
council mid sulimitled le ihe property 
owners (av sanetion wilbout II) pi*r cent, 
of the iHopeity owners jietitoning for il. 
.\ow the petition had been for a by-law 
providing for a subsidy of $17,500 a 
.Vfar. 'riio council had so altered tho 
terms of the by-law that it did not cor- 
respond Willi what was asked for by the 
politoiiers. iiiiil practically made it al- 
tii^-olijcr a difTorent by-law. Tho <-oiiii- 
eil b:iil not ilie ]io,\vef lo clian:,-'' the by- 
law in il< (■sseiilial |>:irls. 'I'be matter 

had I II placed before Mr. Itodwcdl for 

his opinion .-itid be coiiicidoii with this 
view. .Now the ,-ompany did not feel 
like- ttikin:.' ibe risk of accepting .a by- 
law thai niii;lit lie lU'clared absijlutoiy 
voiil. ami eoiis(.,|iu'iit ly they nuisl refuse 
lo accept the b.\-law as il stood. 

TIjo Miiycr diil not think il was any 
use furtluT discussing the subject if the 
company v.ouhl not accept the by-law. 
Ho <li(l not think that tho service oflercd 
jnslitied a liirf,'er subsidy and he felt xhat 
he bad the Jurge iiiujority of tile ruto- 
payors at his back, lie would like to 
liavn the ferrj-, but not to pay so much 
lor it. 

Mr. Bradbum, in reply to Mr. Traui- 
bull's reiniirUs on tho legal aspect of tlie 
by-law, lield that the petition of one- 
teiitli of the iiroperty owners was only 
proci'dcut to the by-law bciug introdu('e<l 
in tho council. Once introduced the 
council had n right to amend it or deal 



with it like any other hy-law. The coun- 
cil did not got any power from tho peti- 
tion, but the iK'tition w,is only a quos- 
toii procomlonit ami for the purpose of 
putting the machinery in motion. Kveu 
for tho sake of argument, admitting 
there -.vas ii defect, it would ho cured 
i)V tho ratepayers voting on tho by-law. 
liow<:ver, tlioii.gii ho had no doubt at 
all that the by-law was legal, it was very 
easy to get a fresh petition sent in, if 
the company desired. 

Some informal talk took place and in 
reply to questions President Cushing re- 
marked tbat -whon the directors of the 
comiainy got back from the Bast they 
would discuss the subject if the city 
wished. There was no ill-will about the 
mat;tor, thia "was a straight business 
jueoting. 

Aid. MacGregor differed with the 
Mayor's view that the majority of the 
lu-oporty owners wore against tho orienal 
liruiiosition for .fl'.oOO, and .Vld. Wil- 
liams pointed out that whereas tho 
names on the petitou represented only 
one- lentil of the property, it represented 
11 very largo proportion of tho voting pro- 
l.erty owners. 

The Mayor staled thai he would vote 
against any higher subsidy than thut 
i'oiitained in Ihe present by-law. 

I'inally, after soiiu' riirther discission, 
il was iieeide,l (hat the whole matter bo 
.idjounied for two or ihrei- weeks to en- 
able the railway directors to rotiini 
to the Coast from | In- lOasl. Arraiigi- 
raonts will then be made for another 
luoutuig with the railro.id people, niid 
from general iippoaranees, judging by the 
altittule of the aldernion last night, there 
is a decided liope that good results will 

follow.

I' LAIN TALK TO AME5RICANS. 

The.v Should Mind Their Own 
13usiness re Transvaal Tnnjbli'. 

-New York, Oct. 12.— The New York ,lour- 
niil has given the advocates of liiterter- 
i iic'c by the United States In the Transvaal 
a bad black eye. It says, editorially, under 
the heading "Let Us Mind Our Own Busi- 
ness": 

The editor of (he .Toiirnal has been re- 
([nested to sign a (letltlon to rresidi'Ut .M'-- 
Klnley, urging him lo Interfere betivet-n 
Fugland and the Boers, to use the Inllii- 
enee of the United States to prevent Eng- 
land from interfering In Uoer arrange- 
ments. 

The editor of the Journal declines. 

lie believes that interference by England 
Is legitimate, and that civilisation auct pro- 
gress demand It. This belief is based upon 
the following facts;: 

The constitution nnd laws of the Trans- 
vaal, which really rellect the personal wish- 
es and religious prejudices of I'anl Kriiger 
and a tew other Dutclinien. forbid any 
Calhollc to share in tlie law-making for the 
country. Englaiid demands that this dls- 
erlminatlon agalnsi Cailioiies ei'ase. 

The Transvaal laws forbid any Ji'W to 
si'are in the law-niakiiig pow<'r. 

I.'iigland demands this dlserlmlnatl'in 
against the .lews cease. 

There are axi.ijdo wliiles in the so-calli'il 
i;ni'r Ui'piibllc, bill only lai.iKKi are iiijers. 

The lioera declare lhal they are ' iiierely 
asking for thi' right to live." Wliiil they 
really ask for Is the right of six men lo 
t.Miinnize over twenty: of ti0,000 to rule 
•Jiio.iXK). and rule I hem unjustly. The Boer 
attltiide is not a demand for freedom, it 
is strictly un attitude of denying freedom 
In others. The Boer bosses controllcil by 
Kniger mnlntniu a government by aris- 
leiraey based on birth iMitcli birth.

If llie Diitidi who settled this island had 
liislstiMl on keeping the Island strleily 
Dutch; If they had refused to any save

Tiie 
appeal Is made imd signed by eminent poll- 
tiilaiiH "lo save the little republic from 
ileslrnetloii at the hands of a •mthlcss Em- 
|dre." Krugor's country Is no republic. 
Kruger has licen an absolute ruler there 
for seventeen years. All power Is In bis 
hands and that of a cottncU Of seven. 
1'liey can and do Ignore the laws eind orders 
of even tho upper house of representatives. 
1 he land of the Boers is no republic. It 
is 11 mediaeval, bigotry-ridden Dutch set- 
tieuient, as great an annclironism as any Jn 
ex'^tence. This Is the question at Issue lu 
tho Transvaal: 

Can six Willie men arbitrarily tax twenty 
while men? Can six white men arlillrarlly 
gin-i-rn twenty white men? Shonlil a set- 
tlement of profoundly Ignorant Dntc'.i 
Itecrs be encouraged In Ihe disfranchise- 
mint of .lews and of C^alholics and lielb'V- 
ers In nil oilier religions than that wlilch 
tliey Inherited with their other prejudices? 
The Journal thinks not. 

PTiAINLY POT. 

Cuba has n population of fewer than 
two millions. Suppose eight million Amcrl 



cans should ultimately settle there, C^^a 
rcnminiiig an Independent nation. Suppose? 
the eight million Americans should develop 
the c'ountry. Introduce manufactures, open 
mines, foster commerce, and suppose that 
iilnc-tenth,s of the wealth nnd nine hundred 
and ninety-nine one-thousandths of tho 
brains should be American. Suppose the 
Americans paid nine-tenths of the taxes 
nnd yet were deBlail all place in the levying 
of the taxes and the passing of laws in 
the government of the country. ^ Would the 
Tinited States tolerate this treatment of 
citizens? Why should the United States 
demand that England should tolerate simi- 
lar treatment of her citllens? 
It should not. 

The Kuglislimcn, tho Americans, the 
Irish, the Scotch, the Jews of various na- 
tiouniltiea, who have settled la the Trans- 
vaal, found the Dutch Republic a bankrupt 
iriRtltutlon. They have mude II prosperous.

They are forbidden to shai-e 
In the government of the country which 
they have created.
